1 •  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME  -  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

Cases  are  dealt  with  by  direct  application  from  the  District 
Nurses  or  Heaith  Visitors  to  the  County  Office. 


2.  NUMBER  OR  MIDWIVES 


The  District  Nurses,  of  whom  there  are  16,  act  in  this 
capacity. 


3 •  LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Clinical  material  is  examined  at  the  County  Laboratories  as 
previously  and  also  at  the  Pathological  Department  of  the 
Royal  Devon  &  Exeter  Hospital. 


4.  LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE 

There  has  been  no  major  change  during  the  year  with  regard 
to  legislation  in  force  throughout  the  area. 


5.  HOSPITAL  SERVICES 

Work  is  divided  between  the  Tiverton  Hospital  and  the  Exeter 
Hospital  Group.  These,  on  the  whole,  serve  the  district 
adequately,  although  there  is  apt  to  be  a  seasonal  shortage 
of  beds. 


6.  MATERNITY  CASES 

An  interesting  experiment  now  going  on  is  a  system  of  48  hour 
bookings.  This  scheme,  if  it  proves  a  success,  will  do  much 
to  relieve  the  present  shortage  of  maternity  beds. 


7.  AGED  SICK 

Improvement  in  the  County  Welfare  Service  has  eased  our 
problems  in  this  direction,  but  our  hospital  beds  are  still 
cluttered  up  with  the  type  of  patient  who  would  be  better 
dealt  with  at  much  less  expense  in  a  County  Hostel.

HEY/  SCHEMAS  COMMENCED  OR  IN  COURSE  OF  PREPARATION 
Burlescombe 

A  new  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  deal 
with  the  villages  of'  Burlescombe  and  Westleigh.  A  tender  has  been 
accepted  and  work  has  commenced.  The  total  estimated  cost  of  the 
scheme  is  £51,650  and  the  work  is  due  to  bo  completed  towards  the 
end  of  1963 »

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Holcombe  Rogus 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  and  a 
tender  has  been  accepted.  Work  on  this  scheme  will  commence 
shortly  and  should  be  completed  early  in  1964*  The  total 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £31,750. 

Silverton 

A  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  at  an 
estimated  coot  of  £51,000.  An  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  has 
held  an  Informal  Inquiry  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  may  commence 
this  year.  It  'was  also  pointed  out  at  the  Inquiry  that  there 
is  likely  to  be  an  increase  of  20%  on  the  estimated  cost  owing 
to:  - 

(a)  the  general  increase  in  wages  in  the  Civil  Engineering 
Industry:  and 

(b)  the  size  of  the  works  being  increased  to  allow  for 
possible  future  development  in  this  Parish. 


Cullompton 

This  scheme  has  been  in  course  of  preparation  since  1954.  There 
has  been  considerable  delay  in  finalising  the  scheme  owing  to:- 

(a)  prolonged  negotitations  with  Sellwood’s  Tannery 

(b)  the  fire  at  Sellwood’s  Tannery 

(c)  the  question  of  future  development  of  the  Town 
in  connection  with  the  Town  Development  Plan. 

These  matters  have  now  been  resolved  and  we  are  hoping  that  the 
trade  effluent  agreement  with  Messrs.  Sellwoods  will  be  signed 
in  the  near  future. 

The  Engineers  are  now  preparing  the  final  details,  in  order  to 
submit  the  comprehensive  scheme  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

The  total  cost  of  this  scheme  is  estimated  to  be  in  the  region 
of  £250,000  of  which  £192,800  is  to  be  borne  by  this  Council. 

Here  again  the  final  cost  is  likely  to  be  higher  on  a  ccount  of 
the  latest  increase  in  wages  in  the  Civil  Engineering  Industry. 

Hemyock 

The  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  proceed  with  a 
scheme  to  deal  with  the  whole  of  Hemyock,  including  the  necessary 
new  sewers  and  an  up-to-date  disposal  plant.  The  estimates 
cost  of  this  scheme  is  £58,50 0. 


SCHEMES  APPROVED  IN  OUTLINE  BY  THE  COUNCIL  AND  P  OR  MUCH  THE 
CONSULTING  ENGINEERS  ARE  NOW  PREPARING  DETAILS  FOR  THE  MINISTRY 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Minister,  through  his  Inspectors,  will  enquire 
into  these  schemes  during  1963  and  1964;- 

1.  Ashill 

A  septic  tank  and  a  sewer  serves  the  village  area.  Thore  are 
also  various  unsatisfactory  private  septic  tanks  dotted  about 
the  village.  Nuisances  occur  after  heavy  rainfall  when  the 
sewer  at  the  bottom  of  the  village  becomes  surcharged  with  ro  ad 
water • 


An/ . . . 
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An  outline  scheme  has  now  "been  prepared  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  who  estimate  that  the  cost  will  be  in  the  region  of 
£18,250.  It  is  understood  that  the  County  Roads  Department 
will  contribute  £500  towards  the  c  ost  of  laying  a  9t:  surface 
water  drain  in  connection  with  this  scheme.  A^revised  estimate 
for  this  scheme  is  now  over  £20,000 

2 .  Butterlcigh 

In  the  built-up  area  of  this  village  slop  water  is  emptied  into 
the  roadside  gutter  and  the  septic  tanks,  which  have  been 
provided  as  a  temporary  measure,  are  unsatisfactory  on  account 
of  the  heavy  nature  of  the  sub-soil.  There  are  several 
serious  nuisances  in  the  village. 

An  outline  scheme  has  now  been  prepared  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  who  estimate  the  cost  will  be  £10,800. 

3*  Cruwys  Mor chard  (Romans land  and  Pennymoor) 

Sanitary  conditions  in  these  two  small  hamlets  arc  primitive 
and  unsatisfactory.  The  public  house  at  Pennymoor  has  no 
modern  sanitary  conveniences. 

(a)  Pennymoor 

An  outline  scheme  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers 
is  estimated  to  cost  £9,750. 

(b)  Nomans land 

The  outline  scheme  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers 
is  estimated  to  cost  £9,650. 

4.  Hunt  sham 


There  are  no  proper  sewerage  arrangements  in  the  village  area 
of  Kuntsham.  Most  of  the  houses  are  served  by  earth  closets 
and  waste  water  is  discharged  into  a  small  stream. 

An  outline  scheme  prepared  by  the  Consulting  Engineers  is 
estimated  to  cost  £8,750. 

5 •  Thorverton 

The  sewers  in  Thorverton  have  given  very  little  trouble  during 
the  period  I  have  been  with  this  Council.  The  sewage  works, 
however,  is  very  primitive  and  close  to  the  r ailway  a nd  county 
road.  I  consider  that  steps  should  be  taken  at  an  early  date  to 
provide  full  treatment  of  the  sewage.  No  doubt,  the  existing 
settlement  tanks  could  be  used,  but  proper  filters,  sludge  beds 
and  a  humus  tank  should  be  provided  to  eliminate  the  smell 
nuisance.  Conditions  here  in  this  Parish  have  been  aggravated 
by  the  housing  development,  both  private  and  Council,  which  has 
taken  place  during  the  past  twelve  years. 

A  preliminary  report  has  been  received  from  the  Consulting 
Engineers  who  estimate  that  the  cost  of  a  comprehensive  scheme 
for  this  village  would  be  £22,500. 


SCHEMES  FOR  WHICH  THE  CONSULTANTS  HAVE  BEEN  ASKED  TO  PREPARE  OUTLINE 
PLANS  AND  ESTIMATES  F  OR  APPROVAL  EYTHE  COUNCIL 

1 .  Bampton  -  Shillinford 

Further  Council  house  development  in  this  hamlet  has  made  the 
need  of  a  scheme  more  urgent.

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2 .  Bradninch 

Since  1955  there  has  Been  considerable  housing  development 
both  private  and  Council  in  this  Parish.  The  sewers  are  in 
fair  order,  but  there  is  no  proper  treatment  of  the  sewage 
other  than  broad  irrigation  from  settlement  tanks.  There  is 
serious  pollution  of  the  river  Culm  and  we  have  already  had 
complaints  from  t  he  Duchy  of  Cornwall  on  whose  land  the  sewage 
effluent  is  distributed. 


DETAILS  OP  CONDITIONS  IN  PARISHES  AND  HAMLETS  NOT  YET  SERVED  BY  AN 
EFFICIENT  SEWERAGE  SCHEME 


1 .  Kentisbeare 

Various  small  disposal  plants  and  septic  tanks  have  been 
installed  in  different  parts  of  this  village.  There  has  been 
an  improvement  on  the  conditions  which  existed  twelve  years 
ago,  but  the  need  for  a  comprehensive  scheme  to d  eal  with  the 
whole  of  the  village  area  is  still  urgent. 

2.  Kentisbeare  -  Blackborough 


There  are  several  unsatisfa  ctory  septic  tanks  at  Blackborough 
and  Mrs.  Walker,  the  owner  of  certain  properties  there,  is 
willing  to  contribute  towards  a  scheme  f or  this  hamlet. 

3  o  S toodleigh 

The  houses,  in  the  village  of  Stoodleigh  are  rather  scattered 
and  arc  served  at  the  present  time  by  septic  tanks.  No 
complaints  have  been  received  recently,  but  a  scheme  will  be 
needed  one  day. 

4.  Clayhidon  (Rosemary  Lane) 

This  built-up  area  may  require  a  sewerage  scheme  at  some  future 
date.  No  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  nuisances. 

5  •  Halbcrton  -  Ash  Thomas 

There  arc  several  nuisances  in  this  hamlet  during  the  summer 
months  when  the  stream  is  low,  owing  to  the  unsatisfactory 
effluents  from  various  septic  tanks. 

6 .  Oakford 

The  treatment  plant  at  Oakford  consists  only  of  a  small  septic 
tank.  It  is  felt  that  certain  improvements  could  be  carried 
out  to  this  scheme,  but  that  a  fully  comprehensive  scheme  is 
not  considered  urgent. 

In  my  opinion,  the  following  parishes  are  too  scattered  to  warrant 
a  sewerage  scheme  at  the  present  time:-  Clayhanger,  Cadbury, 
Hockworthy,  Loxbeare  and  Templeton.

Uff culme 


It  has  been  agreed  by  the  Council  that  the  engineers  should 
prepare  a  surface  water  drainage  scheme  for  the  Chapel  Hill 
area  at  Uffculme  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,000. 

The  problem  of  surface  water  drainage  for  new  housing  sites, 
estate  development  and  industrial  d evelopment  will  no  doubt  arise 
from  time  to  time  in  the  future  and  our  Council  may  be  faced  with 
expenditure  under  this  heading. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  water  supply  to  the  district  is  from  the  mains  of  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board  and  their  Officers  have  supplied  the  following 
information:  - 


(a)  i.  The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  throughout  the  Rural 

District  has  been  satisfactory.  Copies  of  bacteriological 
reports  are  f orwarded  direct  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  from  the  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

ii.  The  quantity  of  water  supplied  has  in  general  been 

satisfactory,  but  certain  premises  in  the  Silverton  and 
Thorveiton  areas  particularly  at  times  of  peak  demand, 
have  received  an  intermittent  supply  temporarily,  due 
to  high  friction  losses  on  the  long  lengths  of  small 
diameter  mains,  but  supplies  have  been  restored  within 
twelve  hours,  by  the  operation  of  the  Board’s  mobile 
booster  unit. 


At  present  the  Board’s  Direct  Labour  Units  are  laying  a 
new  main  from  Shobrooke  to  Thorverton  and  this  in 
conjunction  with  the  erection  of  a  proposed  service 
reservoir  at  Raddon  should  resolve  the  problems  with 
regard  to  supply  in  the  Silverton  and  Thorverton  areas. 

(b)  Routine  samples  are  taken  monthly  throughout  the  dis¬ 
tribution  system  supplied  by  Newcombe,  Sheldon  and 
Churchstanton  Works  and  in  addition  samples  of  raw  water 
were  taken.  Bacterial  impurity  is  present  particularly 
in  the  Churchstanton  source  which  includes  coliform 
bacteria  in  considerable  numbers  with  a  proportion  of 
Bact.  Coli  present.  Total  number  of  samples  taken  was 
273. 

Samples  of  the  treated  water  indicate  satisfactory  results 
after  treatment  and  chlorination  from  all  sources  with  the 
exception  of  8  samples. 

Chemical  analyses  are  taken  and  results  have  been  for¬ 
warded  to  Mr.  A.L.  Sanders,  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Should  circumstances  indicate  a  need  for  further  chemical 
samples  these  are  taken  when  required. 

(c)  Lime  treatment  for  the  correction  of  pH  is  only  carried 
.  out  at  Churchstanton. 

The  Board'  propose  to  install  treatment  for  pH  correction 
at  Newcombe  and  Sheldon  Works  and  in  addition  a 
comprehensive  treatment  plant  at  Churchstanton  Works . 

(d)  The  possibility  of  the  water  supply  afforded  from  the 
Board's  mains  being  responsible  for  the  spreading  of 

enteric/. . . 
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enteric  troubles  in  the  Uffculme  area  was  fully 
investigated  a nd r eported  on  negatively. 

(e)  i.  Table  showing  details  of  properties  supplied  in  the 
Tiverton  Rural  District.

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATH 


The  only  public  swimming  hath  in  the  district  is  situated  at  the 
Old  Well  Roadhouse,  Waterloo  Cross,  Uffculme.  The  size  of  the 
hath  is  75  feet  hy  25  feet.  The  swimming  hath  is  open  from  May 
to  September  and  during  that  period  weekly  samples  of  the  water 
are  taken  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriol¬ 
ogical  examination.  At  the  start  of  the  season  the  bath  is 
completely  filled  from  a  nearby  spring,  and  there  is  a  continuous 
flow  of  spring  water  through  the  bath  during  the  Summer  months, 
although  tins  is  not  sufficient  to  completely  change  the  water 
at  regular  intervals.  The  water  had  an  objectionable  appearance 
during  the  hot  weather  last  August,  but  bacteriological 
examinations  have  all  proved  satisfactory.  The  water  is  hand 
chlorinated. 

The  swimming  bath  us  used  by  children  attending  the  County 
Schools  at  Uffculme,  Cullompton,  and  Willand,  also  the  Bradfield 
pecial  School.
